MISS R OBERT : You 1 ve asked us to 
describe Teft-of-center in the 

context of C.U. F.O.R. but 

in spite of this context, the 
description is jus.t our own o- 
pinion and the other F.O.R. mem- 
bers may not see 'it in the same 
way. I mean the point of view 
that there is an awful lot go- 
ing on in the United States gov- 
ernment... in American society... 
that people should have a voice 
in deciding whether they want 
their government to be involved 
in these activities. The type of 
thing whe-re the individual citi- 
zen has 'a responsibility in the 
actions of, his government and 
therefore in issues like the Vietr- 
namese War or issues like U.S. in- 
volvement in Guatemala or the 
Grape Boycott., We are very much 
involved simply by the fact of 
our living in this country. These 
are the kinds of things that we' 
feel people 3hould be educated 
toward. '.And most of these con- 
cern identification with minority 
groups and a leahirig toward al- 
leviating injustice, sometimes in 
some of these organizations by 
civil disobedience if necessary. .. . 
This isn't necessarily what the 
F.O.R. people believe but these 
are the 1 kind of people toward' 
whom we gravitate in our interest 
in them. .. try ing to understand 
them, trying to evaluate them in 
terms of our beliefs. 

I Left-of-cent er would 
tend in one form or another to- 
■ ward socialism, a little more so- 
cialistic approach to how our so- 
ciety should be run. In. other 
-words peopl e ■ left-of-center would 
normally feel that capitalism has 
a tendency to forget about minori- 
ty groups, whereas socialism is 
the opposite ... t ends more to con- 
centrate on the minority 'problems, 
as the problem of ’ distribution of 
wealth.
